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REMARKS 

The present application and its claims are directed to a method for producing a ready-mix 
soil material. 

REJECTIONS 

The examiner has rejected claims 1-19 under 35 USC 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 6,000,641 to Komoriya et al., U.S. Patent No. 4,443,260 to Miyoshi et aL 
(hereinafter the "'260 patent") or U.S. Patent No. 4,367,986 to Miyoshi et aL (hereinafter the 
*°986 patent"). Applicant notes that the examiner has not provided any explanation of these 
rejections and where each element of each claim is shown in each piece of prior art cited by the 
examiner. In fact, the examiner cannot show that Komoriya* the '260 patent or the '986 patent 
anticipates the claims of the present application and Applicant therefore traverses! the rejections. 

Komoriya 

Claim 1 recites the step of "sieving the earth material after crashing so as to obtain raw 
soil material" which i$ not disclosed in Komoriya so that claim 1 is allowable over Komoriya. 
Furthermore, claim 2 recites "establishing a database for the ready-mix soil material 
formulations" which is not shown by Komoriya. Furthermore, Komiriya does not disclose the 
drying step set forth in claim 5 nor the additives specified in claim 9. 

Claim 10 recites "sieving the earth materials after crushing so as to obtain! different raw 
soil materials" which is not disclosed in Komoriya. Claim 10 also recites "crushing earth 
materials excavated from different work sites" which is not disclosed by Komorrra* Thus, claim 
10 is allowable over Komoriya. Furthermore, claim 12 recites "establishing a database for the 
ready-mix soil material formulations" which is not disclosed in Komoriya so that < 
allowable over Komoriya. Furthermore, claim 16 recites a drying step prior to crushing that is 
not disclosed in Komoriya so that claim 16 is allowable over Komoriya. Furthermore, claim 19 
recites particular strength-enhancing additives that are not disclosed in Komoriya) so that claim 
19 is allowable over Komoriya. 
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The '260 patent and the '986 patent to Mivoshi 

Claim 1 recites the step of "sieving the earth material after crushing so as to obtain raw 
soil material" which is not disclosed in Komoriya so that claim 1 is allowable over the '260 
patent and the '986 patent. Furthermore, claim I recites the step of "crushing earth material 
excavated from a work site" that is not disclosed in the '260 patent or the '986 patent. Therefore, 
claim 1 is allowable over the '260 patent or the '986 patent. Furthermore, claim 2 recites 
"establishing a database for the ready-mix soil material formulations" which is not shown by the 
'260 patent or the '986 patent so that claim 2 is allowable over the '260 patent or the '986 patent 
Furthermore, claim 5 recites a drying step prior- to crushing that is not disclosed in the '260 
patent or the '986 patent. In feet, the '260 patent or the '986 patent teach away from this step 
since they use water-saturated soft soil. Therefore, claim 5 is allowable over the '260 patent or 
the '986 patent. Furthermore, the '260 patent or the '986 patent do not disclose the particular 
strength-enhancing additives set forth in claim 9. 

Claim 10 recites "sieving the earth materials after crushing so as to obtain different raw 
soil materials" which is not disclosed in the '260 patent or the '986 patent Claim 10 also recites 
"crushing earth materials excavated from different work sites" which is not disclosed by the '260 
patent or the '986 patent Thus, claim 1 0 is allowable over the '260 patent or the '986 patent 
Furthermore, claim 12 recites "establishing a database for the ready-mix soil material 
formulations" which is not disclosed in the '260 patent or the '986 patent so that claim 12 is 
allowable over the '260 patent or the '986 patent Furthermore, claim 16 recites a drying step 
prior to crushing that is not disclosed in the '260 patent or the '986 patent so that claim 16 is 
allowable over the 4 260 patent or the '986 patent. In feet the '260 patent or the '986 patent 
teach away from this step since they use water-saturated soft soil. Therefore, claim 16 is 
allowable over die '260 patent or the '986 patent. Furthermore, claim 19 recites particular 
strength-enhancing additives that are not disclosed in the '260 patent or the '986 patent so that 
claim 19 is allowable over the '260 patent or the '986 patent
